Pasteurization Does Not/Reduce Food Value of 


Milk Products' 


Health authorities are 
convinced of calcium in milk, yet the total a- 


that the pasteurization process is with 
out doubht the most important single 
Factor from the point of view of public 
health in the control ot milk and milk 
products. 


Doctors, public health workers, and 


Sanitarians alike are agreed on the 
necessity for pasteurization for the 
control of disease capable of being 
transmitted by milk. 


The most recently available fig- 


ures show that in all cities with a 
population over 10,000 about 88 pel- 
sent of the milk supply used is now 
pasteurized. 
However, some people 


still oppose the pasteurization of milk, 
believing that a raw milk posesses ad- 
vantages whicli pasteurized milk does 
not have. 


A committee of the American Pub- 


lic Health Association has recently 
made a special report on this subject. 
Experiments made on animals invari- 
ably show that there is no significant 
difference in the footl value between 
raw milk and pasteurized milk. 


Experiments with children confirm 


the observations made on tlie lower 
animals. .Out of some 2500 school 
children studied, both in this country 
and in Scotland, those who were fed 
with pasteurized milk did just as well 
as those who were fed with raw milk. 


Tiie main contentions have concern- 


ed the vitamins. Apparently the pas- 
terization process does not lower the 
content of vitamin A and vitamin D. 
It may affect somewhat the various 
portions of vitamin,B and vitamin G, 
yet these -Vitamins are plentiful from 
other sources. ,

to the town of Corry, up near the cx- 
Ircmc southwest corner of New York 
state. 


Then it will wander back almost 


to the Maryland line.in a long zig-zag. 
Not until it is over Chambersburg 
will it straighten out and head, more 
or less directly, for Philadelphia. 


On its route, it will pass over 25 


cities and towns, which range in size 
from Mt. Union, with '1800 inhabitants, 
up to Altoona, which has 82,000. It 
won't stop at these places—but it will 
deliver and pick up mail. 


At each airport there will be two 


upright posls, 25 feet high and 40 
feet apart. A light, strong rope will 
be extended between them, fastened 
to the tops of the poss by twine; its 
lower ends will be joined together on 
the-ground, and will be fastened to a 
fabric-and-fibcj- 
container, two or 


three feet long by piirhnps a foot in 
diameter. • The city's outgoing mail 
will be in that container. 


Hooking the Mail 


When Iho plane approaches, an op- 


erator in the cabin will let down a 
line. At the 65-foot length, this line 
carries a four-pronged grappling iron 
The line extends some 30 feet beyond 
this iron, and at its end there is an- 
other container, this one holding, the 
mail destined for the'".'pity.

The plane swoops low, to drag the 


rope across the line which is attached 
lo the Iwo uprights. When Ihc con 
tainer at Iho end of the airplane' 
dragline hits tho ground, an auto 
malic device cuts it loose. 


A moment later the grappling iron 


grabs Ihc line which is tied between 
the two posts. The twine which makes 
that line fast breaks, and the operator 
reels in his line—bringing up the con- 
tainer of out-going mail.

Honey Bee Disease 


Test Begun Here 


To Seek Resistance to 


Foulbrood Disease at 


Experiment Station 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.-A joint re- 


search project lo dclermine the re- 
sistance of honey bees to American 
foulbwiod ami the development of re- 
sistant strains will bo conducted by 
the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture' in cooperation with the 
Bureau of Entomology. U. S. Dcparl- 
inent of Agriculture at the College's 
Fruit and Truck Branch Experiment 
station, near Hope, it was announced 
Monday. 


Approximately 150 colonies of bees 


will be u.scsl at that branch station 
to conduct the experiment. Dctermina- 
'ions will be made as to the degree of 
uiistanee to the fmilbrood disease, 
and those found less tolerant will be 
bred up in an attempt lo produce a 
completely re.si.sumt strain. 


Samuel E. McGregor, junior ento- 


mologist of the federal bureau, has 
been assigned to conduct the work. 
Mr. McGregor is a native Texan and 
a graduate of Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege. For several years following his 
undergraduate 
work he was cm- 


ployed in hi* home state's been in- 
spection servii-e. Recently he received 
liis master's degree at Louisiana State 
University, where he taughl bee-keep- 
ing and worked in the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's laboratory on 
phases of bee breeding.

AMARILLO—The smell of damp 


earth, with a wheat crop germinat-. 
ing in it, has brought high hopes to 
the Grgat Plains dust bowl tha.t; this 
year's crops will be the best since 
'•the big dry spell' started. 
.January rains in many parts of the 
drought area smashed moisture records 
50 years' standing and the dust bowl 
has shrunk to less than fifth of its 
original, size, the regional office of the 
soil conservation service at Amarillo 
reports. 


Already the bowl of ttie southern 


plain of Texas, New Mexico, aKnsas, 
Cblordo and Oklahoma is in its best 
condition sice 1932 and has been reduc- 
ed from an area of approximately 
50000,000 acres, at its worst in the win- 
ter of 1935-36, to only 9,500,000 acres 
on February 1, H.H. Finnell, region- 
al conservator, 
reported. 


While this represents the total acre- 


age that may be "irriated" 'or damag- 
ed by dust, only 2,664,000 acres, com- 
pared with 6,086,000 m 1935-36 actual- 
ly are still subject to blowing, Finnell 
said. 


Moisture penetartion'"tests in vatr- 


ious. parts of the bowl area showed 
the soil is wet to 48 inches and more 
in many fields that are terraced and 
contour 
tilled along lines recom- 


mendede by the conservation service. 
On straight-row fields the moisture 
depth was as much/as 36 inches. 


Conditions in the northern plains 


generally aren't as favoriable as in 
the vsouth,-but'surpass any that have 
prevailed since the drought started,

WASHINGTON — Whatever you 


may think of tho present Congress, it 
is a dream of. harmony, of eficent 
organization, and of diligence to duty . 
compared \vith the Congress of 150 
years. 
The anniversary of that first 


sess is to celebrated the President. 


My act of the well nigh defunct 


Congress of the Confederation, the new 
Congress compound ,by the Consti- 
tution was called to meet in New York 
on the first Wednesday in March. 
That happened to be March 4. So 
now you know how thnt got started. 
: Yet when March 4 came around there 
were not enough senators nnd House 
members who cared seriously about 
their jobs to be present for the open- 
ing session. They, were tending to the 
spring^plovying, and what 'not,, and 
could not be inveigled into their seat1; 
even though Congress then was -meet- 
ing in New York., 


Only eight senators showed up, not 


enough for a quorum. The House al- 
so lacked a quorum. The legislators 
could no nothing but twiddle their 
thumbs an dhopc that the next stage 
from New England members were in 
the majority in the first arrivals. 


Not So Highly Paid 


, They were paid ?C a day while Con- 
gress was in session (which perhaps 
wasn't to be sneezed at in those days). 
The pay now is $10,000 a year, about 
in. 
By March 18 with still no new 


nearly $GO a day for days they are in 
session. 
Congress .adjourned from day to day 
and by March 11 the eight senators 
got tired of it and sent out a circular 
asking the 18 absent members to come 
in. By March 18 with setill no now 
members present, the diligent eight 
wrote to the eight nearest senators 
and asked them to show up. 


Tho House finally got a quorum on 


April 1. Senate quorum showed up 
April 6, 


The first job was to count the 


electoral college ballots and learn who 
were elected Presidents and vice-pre- 
sident. They already knew of course, 
just as they know now. The. House 
and Senate still'go through the mot- 
ions of tabulating the electortal vote. 


They appointed members to tell 


Washington and John Adams that they 
were. President and vice-president. 
The notification reached Adams at 
Boston, where he had just returned 
from nine year's abroad. 
Eccorted 


by troops from border to border ,o£ 
the states he crossed, Adams came 
riding gliriously into New York. 


Tho Prcsitliwt Arrives 


Washington came along later from 


VIount Vernon and people lined the 
streets of cities through which he 
passed.' 


Meanwhile Congress got around to 


doing some business. On April 7 ,one 
day after a quorum showed up, the 
lenate appointed a committee to draft 


bill organizing the judicary , 
By April 8 the'House .was ready for 


speeches and '-.the first .of any inir 
iortance was delivered-by the young- 
s James Madison, delegate from Vir- 
;inl.a, who had had a hand in framing 
he Constitution. 
'"The Union,' ?said he, "by the es- 


ablishment of a more effective govern-, 
ment having recpvered from the state 
if mibecility (gad, what a word) that 
leretofore prevented a performance of 
ts duty ought in its first act to revive 
hose principals of honor and hpnesty 
hat have top long lain dormant." 
After a time he got down to the 


neat of the matter, as House members 
do,, eyen to this day, and proposed a 
ax. ''But the system must be such," 


said, "that while it secures the ob- 


ect of revenue, it shall not be op- 
pressive to our constituents." 
So 


now you know where that idea start- 
er also.

Those are the similarities between 


family and governmental finance. But 
there are two fundamental differences 
between the family pocketbook and the 
United States Treasury. 


First: 
The ideal home budget makes ex- 


penses meet the family income, with 
something' laid aside for a rainy day. 
The ideal government budget makes 
incofrrVc (tax receipts) meet expenses, 
and avoids pulling any money aside 
for emergencies. 


But most of the economists agree that 


the picture of the federal Treasury 
laying money aside for a public emerg- 
ency is cock-eyed in more ways than 
one. Anything left over should be. re- 
turned to the people it really belongs 
lo, the taxpayers. 


Second: 
Each budget expects to use credit to 


keep it supple, but the usual family 
budget has a known credit limit, based 
on a private citizen's past performance 
and the known ceiling of his income. 
Contrnrily, a public budget has no 
known ceiling of credit, until that ceil- 
ing is actually approached or reached, 
The federal ceiling is a mqtter of 
ipinion. 
That's the fundamental argument 


)f the mo'ntent—the debt ceiling of the 
ederal'Treasury. 


Should It Be Raised? 


Years ago, Congress put a theoretical 
oof on debts at 45 billion dollars, as a 
;ort of warning signal. Investors were 
issured the federal government would 
go no farther than that, or at least 
here'd be the devil to pay in Congress 
vhen thai poinl was reached. Senalor 
Garrison warns that the limit will be 
•eached in the middle of next year if 
spending continues at the present rate. 
Secretary Morgenthau has asked Con- 
gress to raise the ceiling by five bil- 
ious. 
It's Harrison's theory that it's time 
o call a halt. He warns of economic 
chaos. 


Morgenthau apparently sees no such 


danger, at least in a five-billion dollai 
into. If he's working on the genera 
theory of the administration financia 
experts, Ihe idea would be to boost 
[he national income and let the in- 
creased taxes yielded by that income 


bring the debt down again before it 
reached a danger zone.
